WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(4)— 
Rights of citizens “to make their will 
concerning any matter of public pol- 
icy known to their public servants” 
were asserted in a resolution adopted 
today by the National Conference of 
Organizations Supporting the Light- 
eenth Amendment. 

“To characterize the exercise of this 
right as ‘lobbying’ in no way alters 
or abrogates the right as one of the 
guarantees of our liberties,” added the 
resolution, which was looked upon as 
a reply of the dry organization to re- 
cent demands made in congress that 
their activities around the national 
legislative halls be inquired into by the 
senate lobby committee. 

The resolution, 
Rey. Arthur J. Barton, of Atlanta. 
Ga., chairman of the commission on 
social service, follows: 

“The improper use of money or in- 
fluence in any form by selfish and sin- 
ister persons or organizations for cor- 
rupt ends with the public servants of 
the people, whether legisiative, judi- 
cial or executive, can not be too 


strongly condemned or too promptly 
uncovered and punished. On the other 
hand, the right of petition and remon- 


strance is happily and securely em: 


hodied in the bill of rights, is one.of. 


the prime marks distinguishing a de- 
mocracy from an autocracy or 
garchy, and is one of the foundation 
stones and safeguards of our repub- 
lic. To characterize the exercise of 
this right as ‘lobbying’ in no way al- 
ters or abrogates the right as one of 
the ruarantees of our liberties. Hon- 
est. patriotic, publie-spirited citizens, 
both as individuals and by groups and 
organizations, have the inalienable 
right to make their will concerning 
any matter of public policy known to 
their public servants. 

“It will be a sad day for us and 
will mark the day of the decline if 
not of the doom of our government 
when our public servants. are... too 
weak to resist the corrupt and corrupt- 
ing lobbyist who would turn 
aside from the path of duty and right, 
or when they are too proud to hear 
and consider the judgment, will end 
desires of good and honest citizens and 
organizations property and appropri- 
ately expressed.

New York Officials 
Search in Vain for Wea- 
pons Employed in Break; 
Leaders Face Death.

Until every cell, convict, and pos- 
sible hiding place for guns or other 
instruments have been’ thoroughly 
searched, all liberty will be denied 
the prisoners, who are locked in their 
cells. No meals will be given in the 
mess hall, and the convicts will be 
permitted no opportunity for gathering 
in the yard under the pretext of exer- 
cise.

TIDAL WAVE HITS 
COAST OF SPAIN 


12 Killed as Huge Swell 
Plays Havoc With Fish- 
ing Fleets—Villages Are 
Damaged. 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—( United 
News.)—Seventeen new deaths were 
added to the toll of the elements in 
Europe today, swelling the list to 
nearly 200 during the last eight days. 

A tidal wave striking the beach of 
Costa Caparica, Spain, was respon- 
A number 
of fishing boats were capsized. Ten 
members of the crews were drowned, 


; 


died from injuries. 

Six Breton fishermen were drowned 
and eight saved when a motor fish- 
ing vessel sank near Cape Breton, 
France, The boat was thrown on the 
beach. 

The crippled 7,397-ton liner Aba of 
the Elder Dempster lines was being 
towed toward Queenstown, Irsland, 
by the tug Zwartezee, the only one 
of four tugs which succeeded in reach- 
ing it. 

The Aba, rudderless in the high 
seas, was in the sixth day of its bat- 
tle to reach shore with its 128 
passengers. It was en route from 
Liverpool to West Africa when its 
steering gear was wrecked during 
Saturday's gale off Ushant. ‘Tues- 
day the vessel tried to reach Queens- 
town, steerjng by manipulating its 
engines, but was unable to make port 


avoid the dangerous coast.

BANK CLEARINGS — 
INDICATE GAINS, 
NOT DECREASES 


Mergers Cause Drop in 
Check Totals Between 
Banks When Actually 
More Money Is Cleared. 


Atlanta’s bank clearings, reported 


‘for the last two weeks as showing 4 


decrease, really indicate a substantial 
increase in business, according to 
statements made by local bank of- 
ficials Thursday. 

This decrease, according to these 
bankers, is as a result of bank con- 
solidations which have reduced the 
elearing house figures by at least 30 
per cent despite the fact that the 


banks have handled an increased busi- 
ness. 
Clearing house figures are secured 
by totaling all checks going through 
the clearing house from one bank to 
Therefore when two banks 
combine, their clearing house figures 
are cut in half, even though the new 
institution does as much business in 
its various branches as was done be- 
fore the merger. 

In view of the fact that clearing 
house figures the country over have 
long been taken as a barometer of 
economic conditions, the Atlanta 
clearing house has appointed a com- 
mittee to study the methods and con- 
ditions under which weekly ciearing 
house reports are prepared in the va- 
rious large financial centers of the 
country. It is hoped that this com- 
mittee may be able to formulate a 
report which will clarify the situation 
so that a decrease resulting from 
combinations will not be taken by the 
public as evidence of falling off of 
business. 

Big Increase for Atlanta. 


Last week's Dun and Bradstreet’s 
clearing house ‘reports showed a 
per cent decrease in Atlanta’s clear- 
ings, whereas the report would un- 
doubtedly have shown an increase of 
about 15 per cent had the Atlanta and 
Lowry and the Fourth National been 
operating as separate banks, 

Before their consolidation the At- 
lanta and Lowry and the Fourth Na- 
tional cleared each week slightly more 
than 60 per cent of the total clearings 
of the five banks in the city. ‘The 
consolidation of these two banks pnt 
an end to the clearing of all checks 
between them, and resulted, therefore 
in the decrease by one-half of the 
cheéks they had formerly sent through 
the clearing house, an automatic <de- 
crease of 30 per cent of the total 
clearings of the city, although the 
banks, as separate branches of the 
new First National, did a larger busi- 
ness than they had done for the week 
before the consolidation.

GIRL LEFT NOTE 
ON DISAPPEARING 


Vanished From Residence 
of G. W. Baumann on 
April 17 and Police 
Could Find No Clue. 


Sheriff Jake Hall, of DeKalb coune 
ty, Thursday night announced that he 
was convinced that the death of Miss 
Detta Mason, whose decomposed body 
was found Wednesday in a thicket off 
the Clairmont road, one and a half 
miles northeast of Decatur, was sui- 
cide. The murder theory had been 
abandoned, Sheriff Hall said, when all 
evidence uncovered by him and his 
agents indicated that the woman had 
taken her own life. 

A minute examination of Miss Ma- 
son’s body was made Thursday after- 
noon by physicians acting for the cor- 
oner and Sheriff Hall. All of the doc- 
tors agreed that she had come to her 
death from a bullet wound fired into 
the roof of her mouth with every in- 
dication that the wound had been self- 
inflicted. 

“Though the woman's skull is crack- 
ed in places it is quite likely that the 
bullet penetrating her head caused 
these cracks,” Sheriff Hall said. 

Miss Mason who was 31 was the yie- 
tim of nervous disorders approaching 


sons close to the family. She had de 
voted herself to a life of teaching and 
caring for children. 

While she visited her aged father 
and relatives at Winston and Doug- 
Jasville on occasions, she had been 
away from the family for more than 
cight years, her father and sister 
stated Thursday in their small wooden 


farm house, about six miles from 
Douglasville, in which the elder Mason 
resides with his son-in-law, his broth- 
er, daughter and large number of 
grandchildren. During the past eight 
or ten years she had taught schools, 
in south Georgia, Alabama, and South 
Carolina and served as governess im 
two Atlanta families. 

Although it was known at the Ma- 
son home that the young school teach- 
er was missing since April 2S, and 
the thought of a possible violent end 
was taken into consideration, hope 
that she would some day return had 
never been abandoned, the aged father 
said. The last shred of hope was 
broken Thursday with identification 
of the decomposed body as that of 
Detta Mason. 

For four years she went to school 
at Douglasville, where she stayed with 
an uncle, J. M. Banks, Douglasville 
merchant.

—Joseph R. Grundy, who has 
been named United States senator 
from Pennsylvania by Governor Fish- 
er, and who, like President Hoover, 
is a Quaker, will be 67,next month. 
He was born in Camden, N. J., the 
son of William H. and Mary Lamb 
Grundy. 

He is a descendant on the maternal 
side of the earliest English settlers 
along the Delaware river. His  pa- 
ternal grandfather, Edmund Grundy, 
came to this ¢ountry from England 
as a young man and located in this 
city, where he became a prosperous 
merchant. Retiring from business in 
1856, he moved to Walnut Grove farm 
in Bristol township. He married Re- 
becca Hlulme, daughter of William and 
Hulme, of Bucks) 


Mr. Grundy’s father was their third 
child and was born in this city in 
1836. 

The new senator attended. public 
schools in Philadelphia and then en- 
tered Swarthmore college, but left the 
following year. Immediately on leav- 
ing college he went to work in the 
worsted mills of Grundy Brothers & 
Campion, at Bristol, Pa., which his 
father had organized and headed. 


Heads Own Company. 

The young man’s first job was in 
the wool-sorting room, and from that 
he passed on to other tasks until he 
had a working knowledge of the op- 
eration of the whole plant. In 1887, 
he was admitted to partnership, and 
1 time bought out the interests of 
his partners. In 1920, the name of 
the concern was changed to Grundy 
& Company, Inc., with Mr. Grundy 


The company maintains a Philadel- 


Coolidge and Hoover. He again was a 
| national delegate in 1924 and 13928 
and in both campaigns had charge of 
the collecting of republican campaign 
funds in Pennsylvania. During the 
1924 campaign a senatorial investiga- 
tion of the raising of campaign funds

On. 

Mr. Griindy’s spectacular “run in” 
with the senate insurgents this fall 
was no new thing to him. As far 
back as 1924 he had been trumpeting 
on the trail of the western senators 
who, he declared, “dominated the 
country” and, having no industries 
in their own territory, were out to 
ruin the industries of Pennsylvania. 
The doctrine, found so startling when 
he put it before the senate recently, 
that it is fundamentally wrong for 
states with small populations to have 
the same vote in the senate as the 
larger states, he also had enunciated 
in 1924. 

Late in 1924 political circles were 
agog with reports that Grundy, hav- 
ing parted company with Governor 
Pinchot in a dispute over the speak- 
ership, had joined the Vares in a 
bid for control of the entire state 
and that one of their first moves 
would be to ditch United States Sen- 
ator George Wharton Pepper. 

At a conference in the Washington 
home of United States Senator David 
A. Reed, Pittsburgh, Grundy and Sen- 
ator Pepper had a disagreement, and 
Mr. Grundy and the late W. Harry 
Baker, then Pennsylvania state chair- 
man, were at constant warfare. These 
differences brought about a general 
lineup of half a dozen leaders in op- 
position to Grundy. 

Before the 1926 primary for gov- 
ernor and United States senator, how- 
ever, there were such new alignments 
that Grundy was found the “angel” 
of the Pepper candidacy for renomi- 
nation. The three-corner contest 
among Pepper, Vare and _ Pinchot, 
Grundy’s former ally, was won 
Vare, who was elected the following 
November.

W. L. Mellon. Using their power 
in the state, they dropped Baker from 
the state chairmanship and put W. 
L. Mellon in the place. 

In many circles Mr. Grundy was 
credited or charged, according to the 
point of view, with being the chief 
instigator of the recent special ses- 
sion of congress, called specificall 
to revamp the tariff, and whic 
failed to accomplish anything. He 
was said to have brought this about 
in the face of determined opposition 
from the Mellons and other party 
leaders. 

In Bucks county Mr. Grundy is the 
“foremost citizen.” His purse is al- 
ways open to movements for public 
improvements. For years, through a 
system of “loans” which it was gen- 
erally understood were gifts, he has 
financed the building of schools and 
other public buildings. He also paid, 
in full or in part, for roads. 

Hie has contributed more than 
$500,000 for Bristol's advancement. 
That sum -is represented solely in 
borough development or civic moves 
which brought public attention. Mr. 
(jrundy’s private gifts are said to have 
been twice as large. 

He controls three newspapers, the 
Doylestown Daily Intelligencer and 
the Bristol Courier, dailies, and ine 
Newtown Enterprise, a weekly. One

Senator Wheeler, democrat, Mon- 
tana, in holding that the senate could 
not go behind the election of a gover- 
nor by the state, characterized the 
Grundy appointment as “an insult to 
the senate, an insult to the west and 
an insult to all right thinking men.” 
When Grundy was about to be seated, 
the Montana senator asked whether 
the Pennsylvanian “will occupy the 
senate office building or continue in 
his tariff office down town?” Sena- 
tor Grundy has long had an office in 
the Transportation building, which is 
situated four blocks from the White 


House. 
“No Law.” 


Senator Norris likewise contended 
that the senate was obliged to ac- 
cept the appointment of a governor of 
a state, adding “there is no law pre- 
venting the governor of Pennsylvania 
making a damn fool of himself if he 
wants to.” 


Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, in- 
sisted that the senate had created a 
vacancy and the only way it could be 
filled is by appointment of the gov- 
ernor. He said the only way it can 
be filled permanently is by an elec- 
tion called by proclamation of a gov- 
ernor. 

“The question,” he argued, “re- 
solved itself into one of whether the 
senate will deny to a state equal rep- 
resentation during’ the term of office 
of the present governor of Pennsyl- 
vania. The senate has neither the 
right nor the power to question the 
election of a governor by a state.” 

Repeatedly Chairman . Shortridge, 
fe the elections committee, demanded 
to know what was expected of the 
elections committee in referring of 
the Nye resolution to the committee. 
Finally Nye replied: 

“There has been raised the ques- 
tion of moral fitness of the appointee 
and I think the senate committee 
should give thought to an investiga- 
tion of the question whether or not 


the interest of Mr. Grundy in the 
1926 campaign entitled him to a seat.” 

Senator Blease, democrat, South 
Carolina, who was paired on the Vare 
vote against excluding the Pennsyl- 
vania senator-elect, remarked that “I 
am glad to see some one here getting 
back to the constitution,” but then 
turned his guns on Grtindy. 

Blease Irate. 

_ “Praise God,” he said, “you bring 
in the chief of the sinners and make 
him your equal. Here is the biggest 
lobbyist in the world, and yet you seat 
him. I don’t think he is a fit man 
to sit in this body. ‘Uncle Joe,’ the 
grandpa of the lobbyists. Seat him 
and tonight when you go home square 
your conscience with your God.” 

The senate chamber was crowded 
throughout the three hours of de- 
bate, numerous members of the house, 
including Speaker Longworth and the 
entire Pennsylvania delegation, cir- 
cling the rear of the room. 

Grundy found himself sitting next 
to Senator Borah, of Idaho, another 
member of the lobby committee. They 
spoke and Grundy put out his band. 
They shook hands. 

Otherwise Grundy sat alone and un- 
disturbed with Senator Reed beside 
him. Occasionally, however, a mem- 
ber of the Pennsylvania delegation 
from the house stepped alongside to 
shake hands with him. 

Up in the gallery was the Penn- 
sylvania delegation which brought the 
credentials of Governor Fisher here 
today. 

George Defends Right. 


Joining in the heated debate over 
the seating of Grundy, Senator Wal- 
ter F. George, of Georgia, strongly 
defended the right of the governor of 
any commonwealth to name any per- 
son he chooses in the exercise of his 
appointive power. 

Without discussing the question of 
Grundy’s moral fitness for the office, 
Senator George in a vigorous speech 
declared that it would be in violation 
of all constitutional requirements to 


deny the credentials offered from Gov- Chairman T. VY. O'Connor,

OUR NEW AIR ROUTE. 


The postoffice department, in 
recommending a new air mail route 
between Atlanta and Los Angeles, 
via Birmingham, Jackson, Miss., 
Shreveport, Dallas and Fort Worth, 
has taken the first step toward the 
establishment of the quickest and 
safest route between the Pacific and 
the Atlantic. 


The new route when put into 
operation will cut a full two days’ 
time from the present fastest mail 
delivery between Los Angeles and 
Atlanta. It will mean a marked in- 
crease in Atlanta’s importance as an 
air mail center and will result in the 
erection of new hangars and in- 
creased facilities at Candler field. 

For séveral mont#& The Consti- 
tution has urged the establishment 
of a new air mail route to the west 
coast away from the fogs and storms 
which have handicapped the pilots 
on the present route along the gulf 
shore between Mobile and New Or- 
leans. This route will be shortened 
by being made the direct line, 
through Montgomery, to New Or- 
leans, Houston and Mexico, both the 
Birmingham and the Montgomery 
routes radiating from Atlanta. 


Aside from considerably shorten- 
ing the distance between Atlanta 
and Los Angeles, the new route 
proceeds over territory which prob- 
ably makes it the safest long- 
distance route.in the country. It 
will undoubtedly be the best all- 
weather route connecting the At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts. 


The Atlanta citizens who com- 
posed the Atlanta committee work- 
ing for the establishment of this 
new route, have labored for months 
in the effort to secure the new 
route, and the successful result of 
their work entitles them to the full 
appreciation not only of the busi- 
ness interests of the city, but to our 
people as a whole.

LUNCH. 

A regular® business girl—what I 
mean is the kind it is easy to look at 
—reports : 

I have just had the pleasure 
of paying 50 cents for a Blank’s 
special sandwich which came in 
three layers, to-wit and as fol- 
lows, item, a layer of cucumber; 
item, a layer of tomato; and fi- 
nally a layer of lettuce with a 
faint but yet discernible trace of 
bacon smearing the lettuce. I 
have nothing against vegetables, 
but as a lunch the sandwich looks 
so futile, at the price, if I know 
my vegetables. I confess I bought 
my lunch in a drug store, but 


that’s where everybody lunches 
there days. Perhaps a word or 
two from you regarding the ade- 
quacy of such a lunch for, hum, 
an executive, would be of in- 
terest and value to many readers 
who are trying to live without 
working. 

I have an uncomfortable feeling 
that the lady is buying me a bit, but 
I still maintain that “executives” are 
people who manage to eke out a hiving 
without doing any honest work, and 
by jinks I say they ought to be paid 
accordingly. 

The habit of lunching at the soda 
fountain or perhaps in a cramped lit- 
tle cubbyhole in the drug store seems 
to be growing on the white collar pop- 
ulation, and I haven’t a thing to say 
against it, except that food generally 
costs more in a drug store than it does 
in a restaurant, on the plate. Look 
at that alleged sandwich the business 
girl describes so painfully, My good- 
ness, for 50 cents you can get a very 
good little lunch in many a real res- 
taurant, and one that is fairly well 
balanced, too. Such an atrocity as the 
business girl describes would make 
merely an appetizer for such a lunch 
as I refer to. 

In these degenerate days of fren- 
zied reducing many misguided people 
console themselves with the thought 
that the hasty, inadequate noon lunch 
will at any rate help them to keep 
thin. And that’s where they make 
their beef steak, for in fairness to the 
druggists and the soda fountain pro- 
prietors we must concede that nearly 
everything they serve is highly nutri- 
tious, more fattening, in fact, than the 
luncheon one ordinarily selects in a 
good restaurant. The quick lunch 
characteristically provides a plethora 
of carbohydrates. 

Now, far be it from me to utter a 
single* syllable against the delectable 
corbohydrates. If one should be com- 
pelled to subsist on a single food ma- 
terial, he would be wise to choose a 
carbohydrate. It is the most essential 
of all food materials. But just the 
same it is most fattening, too. Be- 
sides that, it is the cheapest food ma- 
terial. ‘That maddening club sand- 
wich, the regular business girl de- 
scribes is a fair example of a lot o 
carbohydrate with scarcely enough fat 
and protein to pick one’s teeth for. 
The lady does not mention the charac- 
ter of the cover, but I hope it was 
bread and not cardboard. 

Drug store food is generally shy of 
vitamins, too. Not that the half alive 
people who subsist on such food care, 
but a certain ration of vitamins should 
be included in the diet of everyone 
who desires the highest degree of 
health and it is customary for restau- 
rants to serve some vitamins with 
luncheon. True, the egregious club 
sandwich, as pictured by the business 
girl, is fairly reeking with vitfmins, 
but think of it, think of it, friends, 
biting into such a mess and then pay- 
ing the price of a real lunch for the 
privelege !

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IN CHINA FIGHTING 


SHANGHAT, Dec. 12.—()—Chi- 
nas nationalist forces battled success- 
fully on three major fronts today 
against rebel armies seeking the over- 
throw of President Chiang Kai-shek 
and his government.

‘GERMAN CABINET ASKS 


VOTE OF CONFIDENCE 


Sanction of Financial Policy 
Demanded or Ministry 
Will Resign. 
ee 


BERLIN, Dec. 12..—(?)—The Ger- 
man cabinet, which has been under se- 


vere criticism of late because of its 
financial policies, today flatly in- 
formed the reichstag that it must have 
a vote of confidence on the program 
of Finance Minister Hilferding or 
must give up its labors. 

Chancellor Mueller, disturbed at 
the recent memorandum issued by Dr. 
Hjalmar Schacht, head of the Reichs- 
bank, criticizing the governmeht’s poli- 
cies and by charges of inactivity from 
industrial circles, defended the gov- 
ernment program. He declared that 
no fundamental financial reform can 
be undertaken so Jong as the Young 
plan is not in effect and outlined 
broadly the government's future finan- 
cial program upon which it intends to 
stand or fall and asked the reichstag’s 
confidence. 

At the same time party leaders were 
privately confronted with the ulti- 
matum that they must either support 
the government or face new elections. 
The chancellor let the leaders know 
that in the event of a non-confidence 
vote the government does not intend 
to resign but instead has the authori- 
zation of President Von Hindenburg 
for dissolution. 

Although the government’s program 
suits no party it was believed doubt- 
ful whether any would wish to take 
the responsibility for new elections. 
Consequently the government expects 


to win a confidence vote. 

The government’s declaration was 
received by the reichstag in compara- 
tive silence not to say sullenness ex- 
cept for occasional outbursts on the 
extreme right and left. 

The chancellor expressed amazement 
at Dr. Schacht’s “back to the Young 
plan” memorandum and said that if 
the financial reforms had been late 
in reaching the reichstag it was solely 
because the proposed reforms depend- 
ed on the acceptance of the Young 
plan, which could not possibly take 
place before January. 

“The reich government regrets that 
during the negotiations of the past 
months the opposite side failed to 
show a readiness to meet and under- 
stand our difficult position,” he said. 

The chancellor then went into de 
tailed refutation of Dr. Schacht’s criti- 
cism, declaring that the demands of 
Philip Snowden, British chancellor of 
the exchequer, had necessitated sacri- 
fices both by the German government 
and some of the creditor nations, 

He told the reichstag that from 1930 
on, provided the Young plan was 
adopted, there would be no longer 
deficits in the treasury, which he said 
is now so empty that two measures 
must be made effective on January 1, 
1930. These are an increase of in- 
dustry’s contribution to unemployment 
insurance and the raising of the to- 
bacco duties. 

In addition he said that the govern- 
ment must secure before December 31 
eredit of 330,000,000 marks, concern- 
ing which for obvious reasons he 
could not divulge the details. It was 
generally assumed that this referred 
to negotiations pending with an un- 
named American: financial concern.

Told To Court 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dee. 12.—(Spe- 
cial.) —W. B. Stewart, on trial in fed- 
eral court here with I. J. Bussell, 
prominent Waycross attorney, on 
charges of conspiracy to violate the 
national bankruptcy laws, related his 
part in the alleged plot on the witness 
stand here today. 

Stewart, who for many years owned 


extensive business interests here, told 
how he transferred valuable properties 
just before he was placed in bank- 
ruptcy by Bussell, who was his attor- 
ney at the time, he said. 

Stewart said that he was acting 
wholly under Bussell’s advice. The 
witness admitted that he had made 
false statements regarding the trans- 
actions when questioned before the 
referee in bankruptcy at a recent hear- 
ing, but that he now is bent upon do- 
ing “the right thing.” 

“In the fall of 1928,” Stewart testi- 
fied, “when my business affairs became 
somewhat discouraging, I went to Bus- 
sell and told him of my siutation.” 

“Bussell formed a plan,” he added, 
“which resulted in my deeding proper- 
ties to E. W. Pridgen and G. C. 
Lockey. The same property was deed- 
ed back to my wife about four months 
prior to the time that my petition for 


‘bankruptcy was filed by Bussell.” 


Thomas W. Hardwick, former gov- 
ernor of Georgia, representing Bussell, 
in a preliminary statement before the 
court, based his argument for defense 
on grounds that Bussell was acting 
only in the capacity of an attorney. 
He said that he intended to prove that 


his client was not acquainted with 
Stewart's alleged fraudulent plans.

Text of Letter.

“It is necessary that I leave your 
home at once, and because I can't 
explain my motive, I am taking this 
cowardly way of doing it. My man- 
agement of your home for the past two 
weeks has been terrible, and only yes- 
terday did I find out why. I've tried 
to do things right, and you'll never 
know just what your kindness, cour- 
tesy and trust in me has meant. 

“T’ye learned to love your children 
very dearly and have loved my work. 
So my reason for leaving has nothing 
to do with that, but is only a private 
matter—please do not worry one mo- 
ment about me or my whereabouts, 
and if any mail comes, won't you 
please just return it to sender with 
‘Address unknown.’ 


“My baggage might be given to some 
charitable imstitution, as have 
burned everything necessary. Don't 
try to get in touch with my people— 
they will not want my belongings and 
they must not know anything about 
what I am planning to do. It is the 
end—there is no turning back, and no 
advancement. 

“Judge me as leniently as possible, 
as I shall be rightly judged by one 
who knows my story. I wouldn’t leave 
like this if there was any other way. 

“T’ve left the front door key with 
Mrs. Bailey and told Audrey this 
A. M. if I should not be home when 
she returned to get it. But I would 
like for you to know about my leav- 
ing before tonight. Won't you tell the 
dear children I wasn't well and had 
to leave? It seems that would be suf- 
ficient. They must never know more, 
nor must the newspapers be notified.

Now that congress has adjourned the lesser unnecessary evil—the 
meetings of the big league baseball magnates—is on us. The annual, 
blatherskiting has come to be regarded as one of the rigors of a dull, | 
cold winter. 
and fury, signifying nothing. When baseball magnates march forth to do 
battle they have their fingers crossed and carry slapsticks, 


There has not been a good baseball war since Coionel Tillinghast 
L’Hommedieu Huston, former half owner of the Yankees, hung up his 
iron hat and Mr. Byron Bancroft Johnson, who claimed the title of czar 
of the national pastime, was chased into the semi-silences. At that, all 
of the baseball wars, in the days when sports writers took them seriously, 
were. of a purely conversational nature. Only once in a while Some mag- 
nate would violate the rules of civilized baseball warfare by talking out 
of turn or using the loud speaker. 


The present is a most inopportune time for the magnates to 
declare another conversational war. In the 1929 season there were 
indications of a falling off in interest in the national pastime. With 
the exception of possibly three clubs—the Cubs, the Athletics 
and the Brooklyn Dodgers—the count for the year showed an 
alarming falling off in the matter of gate receipts. As far as I 
know, President Hoover is not making any plans for the relief of 
the ivory industry. The magnates will have to do their own 
rebuilding, and they cannot get anywhere by hurling the 16-pound 
ultimatum or breathing the poisonous defiance. 

One writer insists that a number of the magnates are peeved at Com- 


missioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis.

Timing and Action. 
A bystander wants to know why it isn’t easier to master good timing 
in golt than it is in tennis. ‘ 
“In golf,” he writes, “the player can take his own stance. He is not 
He can start his swing when he wants to. In tennis he is 
He doesn’t know just where the ball is 
He must get to that spot in a hurry and 


This sounds logical, but it isn’t. 
the cancer of timing is tension. Without tension it 
paratively easy to play most games well, in so far as form goes. It is a 
well understood fact. that one of the best ways to handle tension Is 
through action or motion. 

Ask any football player how he feels while waiting for the 
first kick-off. His nervous system is in a snarl. Every pulse he 
has is jumping in a number of directions at the same time. This 
all disappears, or most of it does, after the kick-off has been run 
back. Which means the beginning of action. 


Tennis is largely motion and action. For that reason there is much 
less tension in tennis than there is in golf. Moving muscles respond 
more naturally and with greater freedom. They act 
or through instinct. They are not tied up. 

But golf is another problem. The very lack of motion creates ten- 
sion before the swing is started. It is for this reason that. the waggle 
No golfer should ever get the idea that he is 
planted’or set in his stance while addresSing the ball. There should be 
a preliminary waggle with some sort of body motion to break through 
the increasing rigidity. 


But with most golfers the stance is about as flexible as a straitjacket. 
They have put themselves beyond any possible hope of good timing even 
before the clubhead is started. They have locked the door by locking 
their hands, wrists, hips and necks. 


Easy to See. 


This is all easy to follow when you check through. Balance, for ex-

The break came as an emphatic in- 
terruption to the rapid recovery of 
stock prices, beginning November 14 
and progressing with but occasional 
waverings until the end of last week.

40 Per Cent Regained. 

The reeovery in prices had covered 

nearly 40 per cent of the ground lost 


in the autumn collapse. Secondary

Copper stocks in- 
creased heavily in November, but large 
producers are in a strong financial po- 
sition and are said to remain fairly 
confident of @heir ability to maintain 
the present price level, Passing of the 
Schulte-United preferred dividend was 
not unexpected. 

Loans Increase. 

The weekly brokers’ Joan statement 
showed an increase of $33,000,000, 
negligible in volume compared to the 
decline of approximately $33,400,000,- 
000 in the previous seven weeks, but 
giving a definite clue as to the char- 
acter of the rather violent bullish ac- 
tivity late last week. The federal re- 
serve condition statement showed fur- 
ther curtailment of rediscounting 
while credit was liberated by open 
market purchases of bills and govern- 
ment securities. The New York state- 
ment disclosed a heavy seasonal flow 
of funds to the interior.

Mild weather in the southeast has 
temporarily reduced feeding require- 
ments and demand for feeds in gen- 
eral has turned quite dull. Soft win- 
ter wheat bran was quoted at At- 
lanta, sacked, in carlots, sight draft 
basis, on December 1 at $37-38; gray 
shorts $41-42:; Red Dog $49 and homi- . 
ny feed and corn feed meal $42 per 
ton. Offerings of wheat feeds were 
light at Memphis, where hard winter 
wheat bran was quoted at $29.50, and 
gray shorts $33 per ton. Corn bran 
was scarce and quoted aronnd $35. 
per ton. Feed receipts were lighter at 
Birmingham and were meeting fair 
to moderate inquiry. Bran was quoted 
at $34-37.75 and shorts $37-38.75. 

On the basis of conditions Decem- 
ber 1 a cotton crop of 14,919,000 bales 
was estimated to have been produced - 
during the past season. Considering 
the carryover of cottonseed and re- 
cent estimate of cotton crop, prospec- 
tive supply of meal for this season 
is 135,000 to 140,000 tons greater 
than was available last year. Present 
prices are reflecting this, in that they 
are lower than a year ago. During 
the past week prices of cottonseed 
meal showed little change, Cottonseed 
meal was being offered less freely by 
mills around Memphis but demand was 
indifferent and prices were somewhat 
easier. Forty-one per cent meal was 
quoted in that market at $37 and 43 
per cent meal at $39.50 per ton. Lib- 
eral offerings for immediate shipment 
at Atlanta met very poor demand. 
Thirty-six per cent protein meal was 
quoted $33.50-34 and 41 per cent $37 
per ton. Hulls were in better demand 
at $9.50 per ton. However, the light 
offerings met good inquiry at Fort 
Worth and prices tended slightly up- 
ward.
